ABOUT TWENTY MILES INSIDE OF 
Cape Flattery, on Ihe southern shore of the 
ytraits of Fuca, there hnye been discovered, crop- 
ping out in the fLCO of a clilf of 'sandstone; two 
seams of a superior quality of coal, respectively 
22 and 8 inches thick, dith ring from all other coal 
yet found on this coast, and approaching very 
nearly to the best anthracite.

1 he United States surveys not yet having been 
extended to this pan of Washington T erritory, a 
number of prc-cmp'ions wore made by American 
citizens, and these pre-empted hinds based lo tho 
t ninpaiM for Oil je.rs, for a con.i lerutlon in 
stock.

There is hardly 
a slide or sandstone that does nut con.aiu car- 
bui ized vesetuhle matter, in or throu<n them, 
hfch tends to show that the deposit will not be 
regular, aud all the beds will be subject to thick- 
ening and thinning at intervals." And he recom- 
aends that while the present mine be used as a 
standby for samples, that u bore should be put 
du» n at a point on ihe other side of the bluff and 
ab iut a mile from Clallam Bay ; and gives his 
reasons for supposing " that thr original twenty 
two inch seam would be found at a reasonable 
depth," This point, Mr. Lsndsle continues, *• is 
al>o at a reasonable distance Irom the cross ridge 
or fault, and comparatively beyond its Influence." 

'*Laslly," Mr. Landale sn)s, in recommending 
the bore, " a depth of fiity fathoms will most 
likely expose 'new and perhaps thicker coals. 
Tho ii men scam of coal will yield ab ut 2i50 
tons [ er acre, but I am unaule lo givo oven an up- 
pr-xitnate number of ..cres in which it will bo 
f.iunu. It is my opini n that the whole space 
colored pink on map, wilt be hearing ground " 
The sp.ee Mr Landale mentions as colored pink 
would cover more than 13.000 acres, and at i,'2ou 
t un per acic would hold about thirty three mil- 
lions of tons, or e.ml , nough, suppo-iug the mine 
to yield ;j()U tons per day, to last HDD years. 

Mr Landale sa\s he is "of opinion that the 
coal will make a capital s eam coal" and that 
"coal in thU locality would have many advanta- 
ges over any heid yet discovered." 

In conclusion Mr Lmd.ile says, " If the bore 
in successful, u sh .ft should be sunk and a level 
driven abuut 30U yards, without breaking rooms ; 
if that breadtn is obtained, I think, working ma> 
be commenced briskly; a tramway can be easil) 
laid to any point ol the Day (Clallam iiav) witn- 
out encountering any engineering difficulties, 
and 1 do not think a wharf witu shines wuuld he 
adlliiclilt undertaking. ' 

In ciinfurinit) with Mr. Latidale's advice a bore 
was put down at the u.iint he recommended and 
the 2-2-Inch seam w.is reached tin the 12tn Sep- 
lembi r last, ai a deptn of 28 fathoms. Tne Com 
pany i- t- nd lo continue boring in hopes ot find- 
ing the thicker coals which Mr. Landale exprcta 
will he found there. His judgment has been su 
happily proved in the toriuer instance that the 
romp uy have the greater confidence in continu- 
ing to follow bis advice.

THE PACIPiC COLONIES AND 
CONFEDERATION. 

A few days since wo alluded casually to 
tbe extraordinary npathy which seomed to 
prevail in tlia Home, on tbo great move- 
ment that is now going on in tbo British Pos- 
sessions ea?t of the Kooky Mount-tins. Not 
a member has shown that he has oither sym- 
pathy lor or interest in this grand Federal 
schomo. This is cerla : nly not as it should lit! ; 
for or all the oolonies of the British American 
Possessions wj have really lite greatest in 
teroat, in proportion lo our numbers, in a 
general Confederation. Whatever etoam com- 
munication may accomplish — und it can do 
much — it is to our overland connection that 
■we must look for the population which is to 
build up the Pacific colonies. When wo look 
upon the effect of the transit across tbe plains 
in tho- early days ot California, and know 
what has been subsequently accomplished by 
tho overland route, ho can lorm some concep- 
tion ol Iho advantages to be derived by a land 
communication w'lh Canada. The never 
ceasing tendency of tho tide ol population to 
tho " Far West" only wants tbe channel to 
carry the living element towards the Pacific. 
At present, wo are the outpost of civilization. 
The Rooky Mountains shut us off from out 
brethren in tbs East, and our limited steam 
communication gives us but liilul glimpses ol 
the outer world generally. Yet our ultimate 
position is to be tho western terminus ol 
British American and probably European 
traffic with tbe East — and our destiny to form 
part and parcel of a British American nation. 
Our ability to give an impetus to tho tide of 
events cannot, of course, bo productive of 
great results, but such as it is, it should be 
exercised. 

In a little time tho Rod River country will 
form an integral part of tho new confedera- 
tion, and regular as well as speedy communi- 
cation will be established between it und the 
western districts of Canada. When this is 
accomplished, nnd but few years will be re- 
quired lo bring about the result, overland 
communication with tho Pacific will cease to 
present any difficulties : for by that time the 
connectii n between the Rocky .Mountains nnd 
the coast, from tho Kuoteuay as well as from 
the Tetejuune cache, will be complete- ; and 
the intervening country between tho Moun- 
tains and tho Red River presonts no 
obstacles that need delay regular com- 
munication with the East. It reqiires but 
little discernment to percoive the benefits 
of such a connection, and the advisability 
of doing what wo can towards facilitating 
the result. The present is nn opportune- 
period for both colonies to place themselves 
in communication with tlie-Canadian authori- 
ties. A scheme has been proposed, and i» 
on tho point of being carried out, to unite the 
colonies east of the Rocky Mountains by a 
federal system of government, und in that 
scheme the Pacific colonies are alluded to Bl- 
ithely in a little lime to form a member oi 
members of the co-partnership. Oriinar; 
courtesy would diclate some response to ihi- 
attentton ou the part of tho Eastern Govern 
menls ; but policy points out more urgcn'.l} 
tho desirability of taking sumo action to show 
that we are alive to tho iinporlanco of the 
federal scheme. In a year or two at the 
farthest telegraphic communication will huvt 
been established between Victoria and Ot- 
tawa, and the great difficulties which exist 
in cenlrulisitig Government in a vast tor ri lory 
will ceaae, ns they liuve done in other coun- 
tries, through the agency of electricity. Let 
ua only have the ordinary fortune which is 
occasionall) vouchsafed to gold countries, ol 
obtaining a rush of population, and our con 
nection with that portion of the British 
family on the eastern side of the continent 
will not be long delayed. Much, however 
of this great consummation rests with our- 
selves. Let us show that we appreciate the 
movement inaugurated by Iho Canadian Gov- 
ernment, and that wo value tho connection 
with the Eastern Provinces, and we bring at 
once into the field a current of sympathy that 
will outrival thai of the electric lluid in draw- 
ing together the estranged colonial elements 
of the Atlantic und tho Pucific.

— I saw the cattle thrown over on 18ih 
December; I snw certain objects go into the 
water, but it w*s loo dark iur me lo sweai 
that they were carcases; from the time the) 
were thrown ovcrbnaid until we reached I he 
Straits the weatier was squally and tho sou 
heavy ; the vessel was laying to under can- 
vas when we sighted die light ; it was onlj 
visible for about five minuies ; moat of tin-

passengers besides the crew on deck ; I am 
of opinion it would Imve been unsafe In

Cross-examined. — I was not in command

The ordinary time from Astoria to Victoria 
is from eighteen lo twenty-Tour hours, twenty- 
tour hours is considered a long trip. We 
hud about 250 tons ol freight in the hold. 
We carry cables in all parts of the ship, if 
the waiBt of the ship had been moderately 
filled we could have stavsd away a few more; 
we could carry 100 head of beasts on Iho 
deck, wehr.d then between fifty and sixty. 1 
saw thoca'tle thrown overboard and helped 
to do it. They wero in a very bad condition, 
we had to carry some to the gangway. 
They' could'nt stand up, it's always 
difficult lo get them op wtion once down. 
Tney wero all fast to the ? pars, we had to 
cut tho lashings to releaso them, The spars 
wero sound, not broken, and are still ou 
hoard. Tbe effect of cuttle lying on the deck 
wus lo prevent our propetly handling tho 
ship, causing her to remain in tho trough ol 
the sea. The lnsbings were about four feet 
long. There were about 16 fastened to each 
spar. Tho cattle on the lee side were down 
against tho bulwutks, those on the weather 
side had slipped dowu under thespats. Tho 
weight of tho cattle would, I calculate, be 
about 6 or 7 Ions. It was very dark and 
rainy ; somo of tho cattle were alive, but 
quite incapable of getting up. It does not 
improve cnltle drifting about on deufc. I 
don'l fancy they would have lived onother 
day. We left the Bar on Ihe 15lh Dec , 
with light winds, and the evening closed in 
with fog, We laid off and ou until the 11th, 
on which night it blew very hard, and the 
sea increased very much. On the 17th it 
blew ua hurd as ever, and that night we en- 
countered a heavy gale, and the ship labored 
very much. On tbo afternoon of the 18lh 
tho engineer told me that wo were consuming 
a grt-at deal of coal. Ho also reported that 
one of the wheels was out of order. I then 
determined to hold on till 12 o'cloek, and if 
matters remained the Bame to get rid of the 
deck load. Tho strain wns on one of the 
wheels only, the other being out ol iho 
water. The. result of which was that the 
strain was on ono Bide only, I found 
it indispensable to economise coal. There 
wus a heavy sea with rain and hail, we wait 
ed until after 12 o'clock hoping Iho weather 
would moderate; she was hove to under can- 
vass, thorn was a strong wind from iho south 
ward. On arrival at Eiqitimalt ho naked me 
if I was going to do anything about the 
cattle, I said no, but that it ho would give

He referred to the fact of 
tho captain having noted bis proles', at San 
Ertincisco, and not here, and explained that 
it was done at the former place in conse- 
quence ot timn not ndmitling of its being 
J&tio here ; and thero were no suspicious cir- 
cumstances nituohed to the circumstance. 
Mr. Cary horo proposed lo put in evidence 
the examination of two witnesses taken at San 
Francisco under a commission de bene esse. 

Mr. MoCreight ebjoeled lo tho reading of 
Iho evidence as the learned counsel had 
closed his case.

Alter some argument the Judge decided 
that notice not having been given to the up-* 
posito counsel to allow ol an opportunity of 
cross examination of the witnesses, this evi- 
dence cou.d not bo received.

OUR LONDON LETTER. 



London, October 11, 1804. 
, ITALY. 
The Italian qitostlon shows symptoms of settle- 
ment: for the Emperor Louis Napoleon lias per- 
ststently and consistently intimated to Victor 
Emanuel and PiG Nono that the occupation of the 
eternal city by French troops is to terminate within 
the next two years, provided the latter is not inter- 
fered with, and that a portion of the Papil debt be 
liquidated bv the Italians themselves, the prutcc- 
tion of the Holy See being committed to a Papal 
nnnv, with which till) newly installed King is not 
to interfere, whilst Florence, instead of Turin, is 
henceforth to bo jhe capital of the Kingdom. 
That lha Italians will be satisfied with this ai rango 
meirt, so far us it goes, is not improbable; but 
what nill Rome say to it? Already is tlio ques- 
tion aiked, whether thin convention has been 
mndo with the consont of Holy church, or whether 
it has to be met. as so many oth»r propositions 
havo been, with the usual lion potiumul ! The 
solution of that question is waited lur with some 
degreo of anxiety ; but, if Louis Nanoleon bs in 
earnest, and it really resolved to break away from 
the anomalous position he has so long held as 
"Liberator of It-sly," and yet "tho Protector of 
the Pope," tho temporal power is in a fair way of 
being abrogated. The Pope, dependent, as he will 
be, upon tho Government of Italy, must behave 
very differently than ho has hitherto done ; for 
although thai Government be bound t> protect 
him, doubtless, it will only do bo upon his Rood 
behavior, nor is it very likely that the Italians 
will kerp themselves out of Uurao, which thoy In- 
sist ought to be tho capital, if their King is ex- 
communicated, and their liberal aspirations arc 
sought to be restrained. The Papal Power is 
evidently being placed in a cleft stick, and will no 
by the board, " if alio adheres to that policy of In- 
solence, which French protection has alone allow- 
ed her to maintain."

Addresses were delivered to the Governor 
from the inhabitants, tlio members of the 
Institute and the Indians, copies of which 
are furnished elsewhere, to which His Excel" 
lenoy made suitable replies, and from all tne 
accounts which have reached us. bis short 
sojourn with his family in ihe second town of 
the Island created a most favorable inipres 
sicin in the ifMnda of all. On the passage of 
tho Fideliter down tho coast His Excellency 
visited Sansum Narrows, Cowichan and Sail 
Spring, and manifested u lively interest in the 
progress and prosperity «of the rural settle- 
ments. 

Arrival of H M.S. Chart b dm. — This 
steam corvette, whioh left Panama on the 
23th of September, nrrive.l at iMquinmlt 
yesterday morning. She put into San Fran 
cisco and left for ibis port on Ihe 8th insl., 
since which ticno she has been baltline 
with very heavy weather. Her fuel 
ran out and she was forced to burn 
a number of her spnrs. The ( barybdis re- 
mains three weeks, at the expiration of which 
time she will leave for England with the 
crews of the two cunbnaU and a few naval 
pensioners.
